WASHINGTON 
— (/P) — President 


Roosevelt, in agreement with senate 
silver advocates, will speed a message 
to congress proposing 
a 
bimetallic 


standard for the United States curren- 
cy. 


The president set about writing this 


message Thursday for dispatch prob- 
ably within the next 48 hours. He 
was reported satisfied with the silver 
understanding. 


It will mean the purchase of a hugh 


store of silver, estimated at 1 billion 
BOO million ounces. 


The agreement was reached between 


the president and the silver leaders 
of the senate at a conference Wed- 
nesday night in the White House. 


Silver BUI Ready 


WASHINGTON-(/P)—Silver 
legis- 


lation at this session was decided upon 
Wednesday after a two hour confer- 
ence between President Roosevelt and 
the senate silver bloc. 


The president ^prepared to send-a 


special message to corfgress within the 
next day or two recommending the 
program that has been in mind since 
a tentative understanding was reach- 
ed with the silver group about two 
weeks ago. 


The plan calls for permissive nat- 


ionalization of domestic stocks of the 
metal and a mandatory declaration of 
policy that silver shall be purchased 
until it constitutes 25 per cent of the 
metallic monetary basis. 


The silver group was jubilant after 


the talk Wednesday 
and 
members 


said the proposed 
measure 
would 


probably be labeled an administra- 
tion bill. 


Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 


who heretofore had been pessimistic 
about the possibility of action at this 
session, said on leaving the White 
House: 


"We're getting along 
fint. 
We've 


made more progress today than at 
any other time." 


May Yield on Tax 


The only question left for consid- 


ation it was said, was whether there 
would be a tax on those holding the 
domestic stocks of the metal. The ma- 
jority of the .silver group would like 
to see the tax proposal eliminated 
but were willing to accept it if Sec- 
retary Morgenthau or the President 
insisted. 


Silver certificates would be issued 


upon the metal which must be ac- 
nuired to bring the 25 per lent ratio. 
Silver now constitutes about 12 per 
-cut of the reserve although it was 
more than 25 per cent during the ad- 
ministrations of Cleveland and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 


Adam:; said the silver would be 


bought at the market price, but it 
would be Riven a value of 51.29 an 
mince by the Treasury and a dollar 
silver certificate would be issued on 
each ounce. 


The Treasury will take the profit 


re.'ulting from the differenct between 
the price at which the metal is pur- 
chased and the value upon it as a 
currency base. 


Adams said the Treasury estimated 


it. would have to purchase about 1,800,- 
0(10,000 ounces to establish the reserve. 
He said the Treasury profit from de- 
valuation of gold was figured in ar- 
riving at the 25-75 ratio. 


"This means the purchase of more 


silver," he said. 


The declaration of policy is to con- 


tain the assertion that the "secretary 
of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
and directed" to make the necessary 
silver purchases.

sell silver if it saw fit until the price 
fell below the $1.29 figure.

Fund Season Opens . . . Congress

WASHINGTON. —The Senate's big 


biennial slush fund show will soon 
be opening its 1934 season. 


The boys will be passing a resolu- 


tion by Senator Borah to create a 
committee to check the expenses and 
methods of senatorial campaigns, hop- 
ing to catch another slush-funder such 
as Bill Vare of Pennsylvania, who 
was deprived of his seat after the 
1926 election because his primary cam- 
paign cost nearly a million dollars— 
nearly half as much as his chief op- 
ponent's; 


Pennsylvania probably again will 


be the committee's first port of call. 
Senator David A. Reed, friend and 
counsel of the Mellons, has been at- 
tacked by Gov. Gifford Finchot, his 
relatively progressive opponent, for 
alleged huge expenditures in the Re- 
publican primary campaign. 


Mrs. Cornelia Pinchot, the gover- 


nor's.gifted, red-headed wife, has been 
secretly approaching friendly 
pro- 


gressive senators here, urging them to 
bust out on the Senate floor with 
.charges of a big Reed slush fund. 
,.If 'her charges' are true— and they 
bear no corroborafion—another sensa- 
tion may be expected. She speaks of 
millions of letters and other pieces 
of literature and other expenses which 
indicate her belief that Reed is an- 
other million-dollar candidate. 


Of course, no 
Senate 
committee 


could organize before May 15, date 
of the Pennsylvania primaries. Cor- 
nelia merely wanted to get out some 
anti-Reed propaganda and scare the 
Republican reactionaries whom she 
believes are flooding the state with 
Reed money. 


This Took Some Pull 


"Please qualify my nephew for a 


commission from the Naval Academy," 
wrote an old friend to an official who 
isn't in the navy, but sometimes has 
to deal with admirals. 
.The nephew was finishing his four- 
year term four inches under required 
height. .Annapolis had accepted him 
on the theory that he would grow 
those four inches before graduation. 


"What am I supposed to do—stretch 


him?" the official wired back. But 
he went to work on an adfiraml who 
had to visit the office, razzing the 
navy, recalling the time it built $20,- 
000,000 worth of cruisers which were 
obsolete before completion, stressing 
waste of taxpayers' money in useless- 
ly training a youth who wouldn't 
grow, and otherwise expressing con- 
tempt. 


It happened to seem like good pol- 


icy to the admiral to do something 
about it. The nephew—I'm sworn not 
to tell his name—is about to become 
the shortest officer in the navy. 


Air -Chief in Hot Spot 


Gen. Benny Fouloia, chief of air 


corps, was the last one the House mil- 
itary sub-committee expected to put 
on the spot in its investigation of Wai- 
Department expenditures. 
(The sub- 


committee Foulois of violating the law 
requiring competitive bidding, us to 
proposed purchase of $,500,000 worth 
of airplanes, and commends Assistant 
Secretary of War Harry Woodring for 
spoiling the Foulois plan of non-com- 
petitive, negotiated contracts,,! 


Originally it regarded Foulois as a 


hero, victimized by the general staff, 
and expected to pin responsibility on 
the G. S. or Woodring. But study of 
the records shows Foulois testified 
that his first formal information of 
allocation of $7,500,000 in FWA funds 
for army aircraft was in a letter from 
the army chief of finance Nov. 29. 


Whereas on October 27, Foulois had 


sent a memo to the assitant chief of 
stuff which he called "a revised set- 
up of airplanes that should be pur- 
chased with the $7,500,000 allocated 
Public Works funds," and told exact- 
ly where the planes were to be built 
and constructed. 


Air corps propaganda for years has 


been directed at the general staff. 
Recently, certain generals 
launched 


an undercover propaganda campaign 
against Woodring, suggesting that he 
•would be indicted by a grand jury 
which investigated army contracts. 


They probably will get him yet. 


But just now Woodring is top dog 
over Foulois, Chief of Staff Douglas. 
MacArthur, and his many other ene- 
mies.

Loans Cut to 5 % 


Reduction From 5'X>% An- 


nounced by Preacott 


Credit Association 


E. H. Weaver, secretary-treasurer 


of (ho Prcscott Production Credit as- 
sociation has just received word from 
Governor W. I. Myer.s of the Farm 
Credit Administration, Washington, D. 
C., that the interest rale on now lonas 
from 
production credit associations 


has boon reduced from 
5VS> to 5 per 


cent. 


According to Mr. Weaver the new 


interest rate becomes effective imme- 
diately on nil new loans and advances 
made by the association and will be 
applicable until further notice. 


"The new interest rate will not af- 


fect loans dlrcc'idy advanced in full," 
Mrs. Weaver said. "These will contin- 
ue to bear Die rate of interest pre- 
vailing at the time the loan was clos- 
ed. The interest charges on loans from 
the associations are collected when 
the loans mature. The Prcscott Pro- 
duction Credit association is now mak- 
ing loans on acceptable crop and chat- 
tel security to farmers in Hcmpslead 
and Nevada counties. 


"The reduction of Hie interest to 


5 per cent on the new loans," Mrs. 
Weaver continued, "is made possible 
by the sale of Federal intermediate 
credit bank debentures to investors at 
;in uimsunlly low rule of interest. 
The association gets money to loan 
In farmers from the Federal interme- 
diate credit bank of St. Louis. 


"The lowering of the interest rate 


on now loans to 5 per cent is the sec- 
ond reduction in two months, the rate 
having been reduced from 6 to 5c ucr 
cent on March 1C. 


"According to 
Governor 
Myers," 


Mr. Weaver said, the Federal interme- 
diate credit bank iy passing on imme- 
diately to farmer-borrowers from pro- 
duction credit associations the saving 
made possible by lower cost of get- 
ting money. The confidence of inves- 
tors in the security of the interme- 
diate credit banks has been such that 
the banks arc able to get money to 
lend at the lowest discount rate in 
their history. Governor Myers says 
that the resulting low rate of inter- 
est on production credit association 
loans is enabling farmer-borrowers to 
save thousands of dollars on the costs 
of thoir farm operations each year. 
If the association makes sound loans, 
and loans that are collcctibcl, an ade- 
quate .supply of low cost money will 
continue to be available."

250-MileContest 


Lou Meyer Takes Oak- 


land Race With Aver- 


age of 77.68 


OAKLAND, Calif-Battling for a 


cash prize of $1,500, Louis Meyer, a 
leading contender for 
the 
500-mile 


sweepstakes at Indianapolis Decoration 
Day, took first place In a Ford V-8 
in the 250-mile stock car race at the 
Oakland speedway May 6, from a 
field of 20 entries. 


Meyers time for the race, which was 


supervised by the Contest Board of 
the American 
Automobile Associa- 


tion, was 3 hours, 13 minutes and 4.6 
seconds, and his average speed for 
the course was 77.68 miles per hour. 


Sam Palmer, also driving a Ford 


V-8 took the second prize of $750, and 
also hung up the fastest driving time 
for a single mile, lap of 81 miles per 
hour. Denny dePoalo, Ted Horn, Mel 
Kencaly and AI Gordon, all in Ford 
V-8s, took the next four places in the 
event. Four other drivers finished in 
the money. Eight of the 20 entries 
were Fords, the other 12 being of four 
other makes. 


"I won the race," said Meyer at the 


finish, "because my Ford V-8 had 
tremendous pickup, power and speed 
and was able to keep going at high 
speed for the entire 250 miles. It's a 
great car to drive and I ought to 
know because I have won two tough 
races in Ford V-8s this year." 


Twelve thousand 
persons 
turned

British Not to Ban 


New Black Shirts 


Refuse to Dignify Fa&- 


cists by Recognizing 


Organization

LONDON, Eng.—With the govern- 


ment determined that 
the 
Fascist 


movement should not be dignified with 
the status of a major political contro- 
versy, the House of Commons refused 
Wednesday even to consider the bill 
banning wearing of political uniforms. 


Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson 


proposed the bill and Lord Winterton 
opposed it. Each talked 10 minutes. 


The conversation centered about Sir 


Oswald Moslcy who seeks to raise a 
fascist movement in England and some 
of whose followers wear black shirts. 


Locker-Lampson declared Mosley 


"dressed up like a continental danc- 
ing master, masquerades like Musso- 
lini with his dirty shirts, goes to Italy 
for the name of the organization, and 
to German for his bullying spirit." 


Lord Winterton, however, argued 


that the bill was impracticable because 
a uniform for political purposes could 
not be defined. He said that instead 
of damaging Mosley, the proposed bill 
would confer a sense of martyrdom on 
all his folowcrs. 


The House declined to receive the 


bill. 


Locker-Lampson offered his bill in 


an effort to force the government to 
make a decision on the Fascist move- 
ment. Mosley and his followers say 
they expect to take over the power 
in Great Britain by 1937. 


Mosley and 13 other men founded 


their organization in October, 1932, 
and their objectives include: The as- 
sumption of power then giving the 
nation and empire a "trial period" of 
four years, with a plebiscite at the 
end to determine whether the people
